WMhIngton, Jan. 22.— Soon after tbe 
senate convened u joint resolution was 
offered by Mr. Piatt (N. Y.), author Iz- 
iBt tb* pmldmtt to Invite the ^s<>v- 
ernment of Great Britain to Join 'n 
the promotion of au international coui- 
mission to examine and report on the 
diversion of the waters that are the 
bouBdarles of the tWo coimirlee. It 
•was referred to tile OOmmttte* 'OA for- 
eign relations. 

Mr. Hoar, chairman of the Judiciary 
committee, reported bacli the resolu- 
tion of Mr. Rawlins (Utah) for ah in- 
quiry upon polygamy with a recom- 
mendation that the first and last par- 
agraphs of the rcaolution be adoptci!. 
The report was accepted, and the reso- 
lution as amended adopted. As passed 
the reaolution reads: "To what ex- 
tent polygamy is practiced or polyga- 
mous marriages entered into in the 
United States, or In places over which 
they have Jarlsdictlon." 

Mr. Allen (Neb.) offered a resolution 
calling upon the secretary of the treas- 
ury to furnish the senate with all in- 
formation consisting of correspondence 
and verbal commnnleatloni lie moy 
have had with A. B. Hepburn and 
other offlcials of the National City 
bank of New York, concerning the 
transmission of tbe custom bouse of 
New York to the Natlomtl City bank. 
It went over under objection. 

At the conclusion of the routine 
business Mr. Prltchard (N. C.) called 
up bis resolution relating to the pro- 
poeed amendment to the constitution 
of North Carolina, which, if adopted, 
it is alleged, "disfranchises a lar>;i' 
class of voters of the state." Af'T 
the reading of the resolution Mr. 
Prltehard addreeeed tbe senate in sup- 
port of it, his address being in the 
nature of a reply to that delivered sev 
eral days ago by Senator Morgan. 

Mr. Prltchard was frequently inter- 
rupted by Mr. TUlmaa (8. C.) and Mr. 
Money (Miss.). 

Tiiriipr'§ Turn. 
In accordance with notice previously 
given, Mr. Turner (D., Wash.) then 
addt^ssed the ifvate on the Philippine 

question. His (llscussiou took a wide 
Tknge. He said perfidy and bad fait la 
were involved in the pretentions put 
forth by tbe administration of either 
a local or a moral right to absorb and 
govern the riiilippines without thi- 
consent of tlieir people. The people 
of those islands were, he said, a brave, 
resolute, liberty-loving people, and 
their struggles ought to win the ad- 
miration and respect of every member 

of the American senate. 

Mr. Turner then related the oft-told 
Btory of tbe alliance which waa formcil 
between tbe United States forces and 
the Filiplnoa for the subJuRatlon of 
Manilla, and the expulsion of Spain 
from the islands, and expressed the 
opinion that bad oor Army been de- 
lifM for * 'fe# ^cnbIcs, the liHlipinos 
themselves would have captured the 
city. He declared that the I<"ilipinos 
believed they were lighting for their 
own Independence, yet the president's 
mtmif eet tip the clalA that Inde- 
pendence was an after thought founded 
on the sinister ambition of certain Fil- 
ipino leaders. This assertion, Mr. 
Turner said, was unfounded, and he 
QuotMl •steniiteiy from bo«l«l doeu- 
mentt In malntennaee o( his deotera- 
tlbii. 

"Our action has no parallel in the 
history of all tbe world from the be 
ginning of tiihe dowp to the prMent 
moment," said Mr. Turner. "I vea- 
tdre to say that there is not one Amer 
lc%n voter in a "hundred, who would 
not ii*Ve tepudiated tbe prbtentions 
of the administration ak perfidious and 
dlslionoJ-able, If called on with full 
knowledge of the facts to sanction 
them in the beginning and before the 
pifwAt diMolatittg wAr began." 

HO paid a glowlBC tribute to the 
Boera In their gallant struggle agalnet 
the aggressions of a ruthless invade;-. 
Bald Mr. Turner: "In other days 
our lympi^thy would have been 
ptiMsfQ niT^tlKh goVterhmental chan- 
nels, feut now that ghost of liberty, 
murdered in the Philippines, stands in 
the way." Mr. Beverldge's speech was 
charaoterlied a rhapsody that "lacked 
the majeatle MrolM^ whleh can be 
evoked only wheft^tK* Bdpler ehorda 
are struck."

Nicaraguan government will appoint 
Jose D. Rodriguez and Bruno Buitrage 
as arbitrators for Nicaragua in adjuat- 
ing tbe differences with the Maritime 
Canal company. It is understood that 
tbe government will object to United 
States Minister Merry and Rudolpii 
Welser, the compiiny's agent, as rep- 
resentatives of the company in tbe ar- 
bltraUon.

Washington, Jan. 22.— Senator PlaU 
of New York will present tbe name o' 
ex-Representative Bennett of New 
York to the Republican caucus for sec- 
retary of the senate when it ansemble^ 
on Wednesday, and the general opin- 
ion is that he will be nominated. It 
Is also believed that Daniel Ransdeil 
of Indiana will be named for sergeant- 
at-arms.

LATTER'S ADVANCE MAY BE BLOCKED 



Relief of Ladysmlth Is Delayed Owing 
to Cliteu'niifaDties Over Wblcb 
ttMMla'l Uuller kas Ko 
C'Oatrdl. 



liondon, Jan. 22.— Nothing has been 
recefVdd tbiw far to indicate that any 
conclusive I'esuit has been reached !)> 
the British forces In the region of the 
Upper Tugela, and the luck of infor- 
mation regarding what men and am- 
munitions the "Boers have in reserve 
prevents accurate determination of 
the measure Of real success along 
the two days' hard fighting. All 
that can he said Is that the British 
seem to be doggedly advancing In Uie 
face of an equally stubborn resistance. 
At the close of Sunday's fighting the 
Republldans had tter^y evacuated 
their first line of defense to take up 
another semi-circular position a short 
distance In the rear, recalling the oi.l 
burgher ruse by which tbe Boers have 
previously msinaged to entice the Brit- 
ish into fatal traps. 

Dispatches from elsewhere in South 
Africa give trivial details of minur 
happenings, and do not illuminate the 
situation. The widow of General 
Waiichope, in an open letter, hotly de- 
nies the storif's that the general In any 
way criticised General Methiien. 

Though there is considerable anxiety 
as to the immediate result of Cteuer'*! 
Buller's dash at Ladysmlth. which 
later developments indicate were un- 
dertaken indi pi iiilent of Field Mar- 
shal Roberts, the war office has now 
come to the conclusion that the relief 
of Ladysmlth Is only a matter of a 
short time. According to the war ofllc? 
offlcials" ideas, a dash to the relief Of 
Kimberley will quickly follow the re- 
lief of Ladysmlth, and then, without 
doubt a long spell of organization, hnd 
perhaps three or four months will 
elapse befoi*" tlie cnliinin or columrs 
Will have their transportation in a flt 
shape to advance with the certainty 
of meeting with no serious reverses. 

Dispatches from Mafeklng, dat^d 
Jan. 10. assert that the Boers keep un 
a continuous bombardment of the 
town. The garrison ofllcera believe 
tbey can hold out for three month*. 

General Buller sent two dispatches 
to the war office on Sun'lny. The fl'-st 
dealt with the fighting on Sunday, 
General Warren's column being en- 
gaged With tbe left wing of the en- 
trenched Boers all day long. The 
British made no substantial progress 
toward Ladysmlth. The second dis- 
patch places the EngllDh list of casunl- 
tlea aa a result of Saturday's fighting 
at 200 wounded. Fatalities omitted. 



Iloers Firmly Resiat. 
Spearman's Camp, Natal, Jan. 22.— 
Early on Sunday morning General 

Warren conirH'iHfd a flanking mu\e- 
ment on the extreme left of the Boer 
position. The infantry advanced at 
6 in tbe morning along the irregular 
Tambanya mountain, which ends at 
Splonkop. The artillery occupied posi- 
tions behind and on the plain. The 
British carefully worked along the 
hllla within 1,000 yards of a com- 
manding kopje, on which the Boers 
were concentrated, concealed behind 
Immense boulders strewn thickly over 
the hill. The artillery opened the at- 
tack and tbe batteries worked contin- 
uously, pouring tons of shrapnel 
among the Boers, who devoted their 
attention to musketry firing on the 
British Infantry. 

The Boers stuck to their rocky fast- 
nesses wit6 the greatest tenacity, and 
at the conclusion of the day the Brit- 
ish had only advanced across a few 
ridges. The Boers apparently have 
few guns, and they did little damage. 
CaptAtn Hopley of tbe Dublin Fusiliers 
fell mortally wounded while leadln;{ 
bis men to seize a fresh poltat of ad* 
vantage. 

CktM Bin Will t*ais. 
Washington, Jan. 21— The Hepburn* 
Morgan Nicaragua canal bill will prob- 
ably be passed during the present ses- 
sion of congress. The measure will 
receive tbe approval of the president. 
There la an overwhelming majority in 
both housei of congress In favor of 
the pending bill, and in favor of pass- 
ing it without waiting for the report 
of tbe Walker eonunlsalon. 



rontested Kentucky Seat. 
Washington, Jan. 22.— The contestel 
election case of White versus Boerint 
for the Eleventh congressional district 
of Kentucky was heard by house elec- 
tion committee No. 2. It involves 
mainly an issue over the reguiartiy 
Of tbe nomlnatlona and tbo official 
character of tbi» ballot*.

All Facfions of Democracy. 
New York, Jan. 22 — There is great 
stir in Democratic circles over Colonel 
W. J. Bryan's visit to New York. Mr. 
Bryan, when he arrived, went to the 
Hoffman House, the headquarters of 
the state Democratic organization, 
which Is controlle(^)y Tammany Hall. 
A silver Democratic leader had hopei 
to entertain the Democratic leader, but' 
the latter declined. Mr. Bryan spent 
the day In consultation with the vari- 
ous leaders in the city, and at night 
was tbe guest of 0. H. P. Belmont at 
a dinner given In hla honor. There 
were about 850 men at this feast, and 
all factions of the party were repre- 
sented. 

Mr. Bryan will be the recipient of 
much attention from Democrats from 
all factions while in the city. On 
Tuesday morning the members of th» 
state (onimlttee of the Chicago Plat- 
form Democracy will wait upon hira 
at the Hoffman House. They will placa 
before him their plan for selecting .t 
contesting delegation to the coming 
national convention. 

Mr. Bryan was asked in view of the 
contradictory statements in regard to 
his policy, bow be stood, and replie l: 
"I stand on the same lines. I am net 
abandoning any platform or any prin- 
ciples. I shall talk on fcilver, the 
trusts and imperialism." 

"You place silver first?" was asked. 

"I make no special order," said Mr. 
Brynn. ."Any one of them Is enough 
to kill the Republican party." 

Scattering the Filipinos. 
Washington, Jan. 22.— General Oti^, 
in a dispatch to the war department

TharaooB attaelicd tha 
hose to tbe plug just in front of their 
ball door and had a stream on the flames 
in a abort time. It did not uke them 
loBft to gat tba iamaa tiadar control. 
The other companies also roapondad, and 
in the coarse of a half boar or so the fire 
was extinguished. The building and ma- 
chinery was complatalj flooded with 
watar, and it will taka aoma tiosa for it 
to dry out so as to onabla tba company 
to make repairs.

It is fortunate the fire broke out when 
it did. Had it occurred late at night the 
building would no doubt have bean de- 
stroyad, and tba antira plant mighf have 
beanaadw mwd.
